At present, both open meetings 
and referenda are legal means of 
constitutional change. The pro- 
posed amendment would make a 
referendum ,the sole instrument 
of change. 

Interested. Individuals are also 
expected to bring up the ques- 
tion of McGiU's position on the 
forthcoming march on Quebec 
for "gratuité scolabre". The SEC, 
while approving tbe free educa- 
tion principle, has already declin- 
ed to organize participation by 
McGIll students in the . 12-hour 
march, scheduled for April 1. 
Proposed amendment 
. Ive motion to alter the use of 
Students' Society Open Meetings 
has been -described by Students' 
Society President H. Sonny Gor- 
don as "the first tangible result 
of 'the efforts of the Constitution- 
al Revision Committee." 

The system envisaged would 
provide for an open meeting to 
discuss any -proposed amendment 
to the Constitution. At'tbat meet- 
ing, one hundred fifty, affirmat- 
ive votes would be required in 
order, to .have the amendment sub- 
mitted' to thé stttdent|bbdy in a 
referendum: 

Hie procedural amendment, 
Gordon explained, "would make 
it impossible for any pressure 
group of three hundred people 
to change the Constitution." 

Any referenda would require 
response from at least twenty 
per cent of the Students' Society, 
to be valid, and passage of a con- 
stitutional amendment would re- 
quire approval by two thirds of 
those voting. 

The amendment would also 
lengthen the amount of notice 
required; for- calling of regular 
meetings from three days to three 
weeks. ' 



Gordon stated when the motion 
was first proposed that he be- 
lieved It would answer "a long 
felt dissatisfaction with present 
amending procedure." 

The amendment provides for 
a compulsory Regular .Meeting to 
be called by the President at 
notice, to conduct any business 
least once a term, on three weeks 
of the Students' Society. At this 
meeting, any student would be 
permitted to put forward a mo- 
tion. 

An Emergency Meeting, to com- 
sider a specific problem, could 
be called on three days notice. 

Special meetings could be cal- 



led at tlie written request of 
three hundred members of the 
Students' Society. Three days no- 
tice of the meeting would have 
to be given in the Daily. The 
President would also be required 
to publish tiic motions to be pre- 
sented at the meeting. 

Ttie amendment further provi- 
des that, even if the quorum of 
three hundred students is not pre- 
sent, an Unofficial Meeting be 
held to discuss the question. The 
SEC may, at its discretion, hold 
a referendum on the matters 
discussed, at either Official or 
Unofficial Meetings.

Orlikow to introduce ban on hate literature 

New Democratic MP David Orlikow has introduced a motion In Parliament to'counter the 
distribution of literature preaching religious and racial hatred through the mails. His bill would 
givB the Postmaster-General power to deny postal service 1o such material. 



. "The Post Office Act as It now 
stands," said Orlikow In a tele- 
phone interview with the Daily 
yesterday, "while it provides for 
such contingencies as lottery and 
sweepstakes tickets, has placed no 
prohibition. on the circulation of 
so-called 'hate* literature." 

The passing of this bill would, 
Orlikow explained, necessarily in- 
fringe slightly on our liberty in 
the mails, but no more so than is 
the case at the present time.

Any citizen receiving material 
of this kind through the mail 
would be asked to register a com- 
plaint with the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. The Post Office ^ould then 
instigate an investigation into the 
matter to insure that there was 
basis for, the complaint. If this 
were proven, then all subsequent 
communications of this nature 
would be confiscated by the Post 
Office. , 

Temporary prohibition 

The Introduction of Orlikow's 
proposed amendment would mean 
that the Postmaster-General 
would have the power to issue a 
temporary prohibltionary order 
and be licensed to conduct such 
an investigation. 

As the formulation of his bill 
indicates, Orlikow feels very 
strongly over this issue. "You at 
McGill should especially realize 
the effects of hate propaganda," 



he said, "in view of the recent 
onslaught' of hate literature on 
your campus." 

The systematic distribution of 
hate literature (primarily of an 
anti-Semitic nature on campus is 
still continuing. 

It was partially the furor 
caused in the press by the ex- 
posure of such virulently active 
organs of hate dissemination in 
this country which led to the 
motion which Orlikow Is putting 
forward in Parliament. 

The Member of Parliament also 
spoke of the rights the people of 
Canada have in the mails. "How- 
ever," he declared, "these rights 
do not give us the licence to at- 
tack other races and creeds. I 
believe that this amendment I» 
absolutely necessary to control 
the widespread distribution of 
religious and racial bate mate- 
rial."

Author Newman 
says Diefenbaker 
indeed renegade 

LONDON (CUP) — Canadian 
author and journalist Peter. New- 
man defended his recent best- 
seller, 'Renegade in Power: The 
Diefenbaker Years', at the Uni- 
versity of 'Western Ontario last-. 
Thursday. • 

Claiming he wrote as a Jour- 
nalist, not as a historian, he defi- 
ed the charge that it is contrary 
to Canadian tradition to write a 
biograph)' of a living person. "It 
is important that political events 
be recorded contemporarily as 
well as academically fifty years 
later," he said. 

He also ^pointed out three as- ' 
pccts of the Diefenbaker regime 
which- did. Indeed make him a 
"renegade". 

He was a renegade to the party 
Ideas of free enterprise and 
British connection; he was a re- 
negade because he took from the 
rich and gave to .the poor pro- 
vinces; and he was a renegade 
because he was a traitor to his 
campaign promises of 1058. 

"I tried to be'falr' to' Diefen- 
baker," said Newman, "but I can 
admire his ideals without admir- 
ing- his achievements." He also 
expressed the opinion that future 
historians will deal more harshly 
with Diefenbaker than he did 
.hlm«elf.'j;:v,v . ' . .

Advocate enunciates 
Marxist theory of law 

A Montreal lawyer yesterday enunciated the Marxist theory 
of law which describes.a legcil code as a body of rules mirroring 
or reflecting society and tending to serve the ruling class. 



Speaking at a meeting of the 
Young Comunist League, Bernard 
S. Merglcr, an advocate noted for 
several labour and political cases 
he has fouglit, claimed that laws 
are formed by society, rather 
than society being moulded by 
laws. As a result, laws are alter- 
ed by a changing commuiiity. 

Cites Bill 16 

"However, they always seem 
a little behind the society," he 
noted. As an example lie cited 
Quebec's Bill 10 wliicli updates 
the rights of women in that prov- 
ince and which hé felt was far 
overdue. 

Mergler claimed that a code of 
laws becomes a necessity when 
man resorts to the use of force 
to attain certain ends, the most 
important of which is the acqui- 
sition, by might, of property 
which belongs to someone else. 

Laws are, however, soon creat- 
ed to rationalize and give a legal 
foundation to this appropriation. 
This rationalization of property 
— and here Mergler emphasized 
that these were his personal 
views, is necessitated by the con- 
stant conflict between owners 
and non-owners, between the 
rulers and the people being 
ruled. 

As evidence. for this claim, he 
noted that when a revolution 
takes place, laws will be chang- 
ed to support the new classes

In Russia, Mergler explained, 
the cliangcs were so radical that 
no new code cculd be derived 
from the old. Instead, a magistra- 
te had to decide not only the 
sentence, but whether or not 
actions were actually crimes. 

Often, laws change in practice 
tliough not 'on paper'. For instan- 
ce, according tothc Indian Act, 
Indians can be forced to work on 
road construction projects.. Yet 
today, under present social con- 
ditions, this would be unthink- 
able. 

Mladenovic traces 
Russian medicine

Rtîssla's progress in > medicine 
was directly related to her posi- 
tion as a crossroads between the 
oriental and western schools of 
healing. ' 

This was the essential point 
made by Professor M. 3lIladenovic, 
speaking before the Prc-Medical 
Society last night. His address, 
"A Survey of Medicine in Rus- 
sia", traced the dcveiopment. of 
Russian medicine from the Mid- 
dle Ages until present times. 

The main influence in early 
Russian medical history, explain- 
ed Miadcnovic, was the presence 
of two centres of practice, one 
in the Orient and one in Arme- 
nia. From these two cultures, 
Russia imported doctors and me- 
dical practices. 

Mladenovlc then traced the 
percolation of medical services 
from the Court to the army and 
' from there to the peasantry. He 
concluded by showing the at- 
tempts of the Bolsheviks to raise 
the standards of medical practice ' 
In present-day Russia. "Hie Bol- 
shevik regime has made a tre- 
mendous attempt to improve their 
health services", he continued, 
"but they have not completely 
' succeeded."
